Cornelius O’Keeffe, Hunting: 


Black for -Assault, En- 
counters Man in Dark Al- 
ley and Is Shot in Desper- 
ate Struggle, Supposedly 
With His Own Revolver. 


NEGRO HE SOUGHT 
GIVES HIMSELF UP 


Burglar Theory Accepted at; 


First, Is Doubted When 
Statements of Voluntary 
Prisoner As to Wherebouts 
Cannot Be Verified. 


Patrolman Cornelius O’Keeffe died at 
the city hospital at 5:45 a. m., Tues- 
day, from a bullet wound in his left 
jung, inflicted seven hours before with 
his own revolver, it is believed, by a 
negro whom he encountered in an alley 
behind a candy store at 1308 Olive street, 
on another policeman’s beat. 

Remus Hawshaw, a negro for whom 


O'Keeffe had been looking just before 
the fatal shooting, walked into police 
m. and asked 
whether he was wanted. He denied 
knowing anything of the shooting, and 
was locked up on a charge of assault, 
the charge on which O‘Keeffe had been 
seeking to arrest him. 

At the time Hawshaw surrendered it 
was believed at Police Headquarters 
that O'Keeffe had been killed by a burg- 
lar, whom he had found trying to enter 
the rear of the candy store. 

His Story Not Verified. 

But when Hawshaw’s statement about 
his whereabouts at the time of the kill- 
ing was investigated, and was not veri- 
fied, the belief grew that he might have 
been O’Keeffe's assailant. 
pt, Schwartz took the view that 
eeffey who, had beer inquiring for 
Hawshaw, met him unexpectedly and 
seized him, and that Hawshaw seized 
the policeman’s revolver and shot him 
with It. 

Ae against this theory, others cited 
the extreme unlHkeliness that the negro, 
had he killed the policeman, would have 
voluntarily gone to Police Headquarters 
and given himself up. 

Hawshaw's first story of his where- 
abouts Monday night was that he was 
at the Raw Roosters’ Club, 107 South 
Tenth street, playing cards until mid- 
But policemen found Clarence 
Mitchell and Harry Bailey, who were at 
the club Monday night, and they said 
Hawshaw was not there. j 

Mrs. Mary Hardin, living at 1307 
Pine street, across the alley from the 
scene of the shooting of O*Keeffe, also 
told policemen that she saw Hawshaw 
in fhe yard behind Sam Weisman’s tai- 
yor shop between 8 and 9 p, m., more 
than an hour after the time when he 
says he went to the Raw Roosters’ 
Club. 

Hawshaw is one of several negroes 
employed mvre or less regularly -by 
Welsman, a tailor. He told the police 
that Weisman told him Tuesday that 
O'Keeffe had been inquiring for him, 
and that Weisman advised him to give 
himself up. 

anes Just Before Relief. 

O'Keeffe was shot at 10:55 p. m. Mon- 
day, five minutes before he was to 
have gone @ff duty. He reached his 
relief corner at Fourteenth and Olive 
streets, five minutes ahead of time, and 
went to Weisman’s place to ask if 
Hanshaw had been seen there. 

A ‘moment after O’Keeffe had started 
back to Fourteenth street Sam Chouris 
and his wife, who live over their candy 
store at 1308 Olive street, heard the 
erabh of glass: at the rear of their 
store, and then heard shots They 
feared to venture from the room, and 
ic was 1 or 2 minutes later when 
Chouris ran out and called help. 

Riack Got Me, He Says. 

Sergt. Meehan arrived a few minutes 
later, and found O’Keeffe lying in. the 
alley. “A black man got me,” was all 
tue wounded policeman could say. 

Four panes of glass in the rear of the 
store were smashed and particles of 
glass were in O’Keeffe's night stick.

Three Empty Revolve 

Three empty shells were in O'Keeffe J 
revolver, The marks of his bullets were 
found on the wall near the broken win- 
dow. 

O'Keeffe was rushed to the city hos- 
pital, and it was found that the bullet 
had pierced his left lung an inch above 


his heart. His coat was powder burned, 


indicating that the shot was fired at 


close range.

LOS ANGELES, Cal.,; Aug. 8.—A hole 
in the ground caused by the explosion 
of a bomb will figure in the trial of the 
McNamara brothers for the alleged 
Gynamiting of the Los Angeles Times. 
The hole was dug up at night and boxed 








for preservation. 


On the morning of the destruction 
of the Times building last Oct. 1, two 
apparently exploded bombs were found 
at the residences of Gen. H. G. Otis, 
owner of the Times, and F. J. Zeehan- 
delaar, secretary of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association. A detect- 
ive was carrying off the bomb, inclosed 
in a suitcase, from the Otis grounds, 
when he heard a clock begin ticking, 
and dropped the grip and ran. The 
bomb went off, tearing a large hole 
in the ground between the sidewalk and 
curbing. 

The hole remained undisturbed, and a 
few days ago the attorneys for the de- 
fense decided” they needed the hole for 
evidence. 

Accordingly, four detectives later ser 
te work at night, and by daybreak had 
tunneled under the hole, boxed it in 
and carted it to Attorney Job Harri- 
man’s office.

C. A. Corwin, of Field Museum, 
Tells of Antics of Strange 
Plumaged Population.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8§.—Charies A. (Cor- 
win of the Field Museum of Natural 
History has returned to Chicago from 
a trip to the Laysan Island in the mid- 
die. of the Pacific Ocean. 

“It has been established that. the 
island is inhabited by at least 8,000,000 
birds, the most of them consisting of 
two species of albatross.” said Corwin. 

“The island is only two miles long 
and a mile wide. In the center :is a 
lagoon of about 200 acres. The rocks 
that shelve in this lagoon are thickly 
populated with a species of love bird. 

“Wie can fully verify the stories that 
these strange birds have a peculiar 
dance which resembles the cake-walk. 
They clap their bills together and wad- 
fle about with: high-stepping antics, 
ducking their heads first under one 
wing, then under the other. All 
through the dance they whistle and 
utter weird sounds.”

Desperate because he could not find 
work in East St. Louis and unable to 
pay $7.50 room rent, Gus Bequette shot 
and killed his landlord, Charles C. Dav- 
is, and then killed himself Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. 

Davis died at St. Mary’s Hospital at 
1:15 p.m. Bequette was dead when po- 
licemen reached the Davis boarding 
house, 26 South Fourth street. 

Had Money on Arrival. 

Bequette arrived .in East St. Louis 
four months ago. When he engaged a 
room from mrs. Davis he told her ca 
had sufficient money to support him for 
a time. 

Though he did not find eaipiay ment, 
he paid his room rent promptly untfl 
last Saturday. — 

Mrs. Davis went to Bequette’s room 
to collect the rent ‘at 12:30 p. m. 
Tuesday. She found Bequette lying on 
the floor apparently asleep. She re- 
turned to the kitchen and told her 
husband. Davis went to the room. 

According to Davis’ statement when 
he was picked up Bequette apparently 
was asleep when Davis entered the 


j;room, As Davis approached him Be- 


quette rolled over and Davis saw 
that he had a revolver in his right 
hand. 

Bequette fired at Davis, who fell 
wounded. 

Mrs. Davis Screams and Faints. 

Mrs. Davis. who was in the kitchen, 
screamed and fainted. Neighbors 
called the police. 

It was found that Bequette’ s first shot 
entered Davis’ chest and passed within 
an inch of the heart. 

Bequette pressed the revolver against 
his left temple and fired a bullet into 
his brain. 

The men, one dead and the other dy- 
ing, were found five feet apart on the 
floor of Bequette’s room. 

At the Davis home nothing ‘was 
known of Bequette’s previous residence. 
He was 3 years old and Davis was 70. 
Mrs. Davis is 65. 


WIRELESS INCREASES _ 
CAVALRY EFFICIENCY 


Light Instrument, Carried by 
Horse, Sends Messages 
25 Miles. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The milt- 
tary value of the cavalry branch has 
been enormously increased by _ the 


adoption of wireless telegraphy, for 
the first time in this country thor- 
oughly tried out in the Texas ma- 
neuvers. 

The Signal Corps has devised an 
extremely light and portable wire- 
less apparatus, easily carried on the 
back of a horse and capable of being 
put into operation from any point 
in the field within a few minutes. It 
was found that the messages could 
be reliably received when the cav- 
alry detachment was anywhere with- 
in 25 miles of a receiving station, a 
fact which added greatly to the value 
of the cavalry in its scouting capac- 
ity. 

A light collapsible steel mast, not 
much larger than a fishing’ rod, 
served to support the antennae nec- 
essary to establish communication.

ROME, Aug. 8 —Dr. Petacci, his 


private physician, and Dr. Marchiafava, 
.consulting physician at the Vatican, 
visited Pope Pius today and made a 
thorough examination. Later they dis- 
covered the condition of the pontiff as 
relatively satisfactory. 

His. Holiness: has suffered a throat 


affection, recovery from the weakening 
effects of which was retarded to a cer- 
tain extent by the recent extreme heat. 

Yesterday he suddenly exhibited un- 
expected weakness, necessitating perfec 
rest. 

‘Today’s examination revealed a heart 
fairly strong and respiration reasonably 
good, considering the shortness of 
breath common to persons advanced in 
years and stout. 

The pulse was rather intermittent and 
the temperature slightly above normal. 

The pontiff was somewhat better this 
afternoon and the gouty pains were less 
severe. At noon he took some nourish- 
ment, though he remained in bed and, 
on the advice of-his doctors, saw no one 
except his secretaries and his sisters. 
The latter have not left the bedside 
since the fllness became more marked 
and insist on preparing with their own 
hands whatever food is ordered for the 
patient. ; 

The Pope’s valet was permitted to £0 
out for the ‘afternoon and this was 
taken as an indication of a general 
feeling of relief at the Vatican.

LONDON, Aug. 8.—‘‘The Pope's con- 
ditign is serious,’ says a dispatch from 
Rome to the Daily Mail, “and his deep 
nervous depression causes anxiety. The 
Pope’s sisters are in constant attend- 
ance. Dr. Marchiafava calls twice dally, 
renouncing his usual summer holiday. 

“Attention is being drawn to a re- 
markable fact in connection with the 
Pope's life. About nineteen years ago, 
while he was Bishop of Mantua, he 
remarked to a friend: 

“T studied nine years in the semi- 
nary. I was nine years vicar of Tom- 
boli, nine years aréh-priest at Salzano, 
nine years canon at Troviso, nine years 
bishop here... You will see that I re- 
main nine years as a patriarch at Ven- 
ice, and then perhaps nine years as 
Pope. 

“tie left Mantua at the end of nine 
years to become patriarch at Venice, 
and after nine years there he became 
Pope. On the nitnh of this month he 
will enter upon his ninth year as Pon- 
oer.”

The other was claimed Tuesday after- 
noon by Walter Robbins of 5290 Water- 
man avenue, after Patrolmen Garvey 
and Hurley had identified it by certain 
marks as the Cadillac car stolen July 
3) from the Grand avenue side of the 
University Club. The factory number 
TJates had been removed from both ma- 
chines. 

After the La Pearls had been ques- 
tioned by Chief Allender, Bertillion 
Superintendent Shea identified Ta 
Pearl as Pat Purcell, who served time 
in the workhouse and the Boonville 
Reform School on burglary charges. 
The record, he said, also showed that 
Purcell worked as chauffeur for the 
Columbia Taxicab Co. as Frank Gris- 
wold. 

Shea, from rogues’ gallery records, 
also identified Mrs. La Pearl as Ma- 
bel Bunting, arrested a year ago on 
Newstead avenue with Charles Vance, 
a burglar. In Mabel Bunting’s room 
a trunk containing masks and bur- 
glar tools was found. 

Joe Laken of 35602 Cass avenue 
called at the Delmar boulevard house 
Tuesday morning to see La Pearl, and

place.arrested him. He said La Pearl 
met’ him on Baston avenue Monday 
ana promised him a job, and that he 
had called to see what the job was. He 
said he did not recognize La Pearl, 
when’ confronted with him at the sta- 
tion. 

In a bureau at the house Tuesday 
were found 75 letters from chauffeurs, 
replies to a want ad asking for a 
chauffeur, 

Received Tip by Telephone, 

Pettus reported the loss of\his car, a 

Packard, last week. . Monday he -re- 
ceived an anonymous telephone message 
suggesting that he look in the garage 
at the Delmar boulevard house for the 
car. 
_ Sergt. Borden and two patrolmen, on 
Pettus’ information, went to the place 
Monday evening and found that the 
brick building was locked and barred. 
By standing on boxes and peering in at 
an alley window, they saw two automo- 
biles. 

They then went into the yard and the 
patrolmen rapped their clubs on the 
sidewalk. La Pearl appeared at the 
second-story window of the house and 
ordered them to leave. They said they 
were looking for an automobile, and he 
insisted that the stable contained only 
a buggy. 

‘IT can’t run an auto,”” he told the 
policemen derisively. ‘‘All I can drive 
is a mule team,”’ 

La Pearl Ig Arrested. 

The policemen then ordered the 
garage opened, and kept Ia Pearl 
under guard while the machines were 
examined. The factory plates had been 
removed from the fronts of both, but 
the tire and engine numbers of the 
Packard were the same as those on 
the car lost by Pettus. The owner was 
sent for, and identified the machine. 

La Pearl was then told that he was 
under arrest, and his house was en- 
tered. Only he and his wife live there, 
it was found. He is 29 years old, she 
21. He said he was a bookkeeper, but 
that as his wife had recently inher- 
ited money from an uncle, he had 
quit work for awhile. He said he had 
rented the garage to a man named 
Smith, but was indefinite in his state- 
ments about that person. 

Under the mattress the policemen 
found a pair of goggleq an automo- 
bile. cap and an auto coat. Mrs.’ La 
Pearl said she had taken these from 
a closet and hidden them when the 
policemen entered the house. Zhe! 
would not explain this action, or 
make any other statement. She was 
aeld. 


Revolvers in Drawer. 

Two revolvers were found in the bu- 
reau, near the window where La Pearl 
had stood when ordering the policemen 
te leave the premises. Several linen 
shirts marked A. K., Chicago,” were 
found. La Pearl dented that he had 
been in Chicago lately.

Kansas Judge Determined That | 
She Must Serve Sentence as 
a Man Would.

IOLA, Kan.. Aug. 8—Unmoved by 


the bitter criticism of persons who 
revolt at the idea of a woman pris- 
oner working on the streets, Police 
Judge D. B. -Smeltser, who imposed 


the maximum penalty on Mrs. Ella 
Reese yesterday, for an alleged ag- 
gravated offense against society, and 
ordered that she be furnished with 
bloomers so that she could take her 
place with prisoners on the city 


“chain gang,” declared this afternoon 
that he would do his best to enforce 
his decree. 

“T know that I will find considerable 
public sentiment against this sentence,” 
Judge Smeltzer said, ‘‘but it is just. I 
do not propose to back up. I believe 
that public sentiment has too long 
thrown a protesting cloak around vi- 
clous women. Mrs. Reese is a strong, 
healthy woman. She is of mature age. 
She knows the difference between right 
and wrong, and when she chose the lat- 
ter course she willfully violated the 
law. 

“Why should she go-to jail serene 
in the confident knowledge that the se 
tence of this Court would practically 
made null by public sentiment and that 
she would be released to continue her 
way after a few days of idleness in 
jail? 

“T? we want to stamp out Immoral 
practices we must throw sentiment to 
the winds and visit upon the law- 
breakers, male and female, the full 
penalty. Sympathy for good women 
is the highest form of manliness, but 
sympathy for bad women, just as for 
bad men, only serves to encourage 
them in the way of the wicked, 

“The law should establish the same 
moral standard for women as it does 
for men and I would like to see the 
Legislature pass a law making it a 
felony for women .to lure young men 
into dens of iniquity. 

Says Law Is One-Sided. 

“The law is too one-sided, It ought 
to be leveled up and then we might 
hope to see the end of the red light 
districts.’ ,

TWO STARVING MEN 
RESCUED FROM ISLAND 


Had Been Living on Land in Sea 
Two Months When Ship 
Saw Distress Signal. 


VALDEZ, Alaska, Aug. 8.—Attract- 
ed by\signals of distress;from Bard- 
well land, a barren rock near the 
entrance of Resurrection Bay, the 
steamship Bertha, Aug. 2, sent out a 
small boat and took off two ragged 
and starving men, Charles Alexander 
and Alvin Anderson. The men had 
been on the island two months. News 
of the rescue reached here today. 

The men sailed from Kodiak, May 
11, in a dory on a prospecting voyage.

The 
corporation had-.reduced them something 
like $20,000,000, being forced to carry 
the contracts along. 

In addition he told the Executive Com- 
mittee that the purchase of the Rocke- 
' feller ofl properties held caused the cor- 
poration to give Mr. Rockefeller notes 
maturing that year amounting to about 
$10,000,000, leaving in all about $30,000,- 
000 that was not capitalized and that 
“We have beén somewhat bothered to 
know just what to do with.” 

Pian to Retire Preferred Stock. 

“It wam not fair to take it out of- the 
earnings 6f the several companies, we 
thought,” Mr. Perkins was. quoted as 
having said to the Executive Commit- 
‘tee, “after they were brought together 
and we have given the matter a-good 
deal of thought as to how and what 
to do with it and not hurt the secur- 
ities. And it brought about this iden 
of an attempt to retire part of the 
preferred stock 
second mortgage bonds and have erough 
in doing so, so we could get out an 
extra amount of bonds to cover these 
items. 

“We think we can take up about # 
per cent of the preferred stock ‘of 
$200,000,000 which now costs $14,000,000 in 
dividends at 7 per cent on $200,000,000 
and in the place of that issue $250,000,000 
of second mortgage 6 per cent bonds.

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AT 141NCh GUNS 
IN THE NAVY YARD

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Admiral 


Count Togo, unfeignedly amazed, stood 
at the muzzle of a ne wil4-inch gun at 


the Washington Navy Yard today, the 
first to be completed of the 24 most pow- 
erful rifles in the world with which the 
giant American battleships Texas and 
New York are to be equipped. 

The Japanese stuck. his head into the 
breech of the gun and looked through a 
glistning barrel of 52% feet, the longest 
the United States Navy had yet at- 
tempted. Admiral Togo looked enthusi- 
astically at the latest product of ord- 
nance genius. 

When he put on smoked glasses and 
watched the oxiacetyline process of 
welding and casting metals a sight 
that usually is not shown to visitors, 
he marveled at the ease with which 
the workmen toyed with metal. He

Declares Poor Wages Paid by 
City Drive Competent Nurses 
and Servants Away. 


ADMITS LIPPMAN CHARGES 


House Committee Which Is In- 
vestigating Institutions. 


William Andergon, Superintendent 
of the Infirmary and the Female Hos- 
pital, testifying Tuesday at the in- 
vestigation into hospital conditions, 
being conducted at the City Hall by 
a House Investigating Gommittee, 
said that the chief trouble was the in- 
ability to keep competent help, on ac- 
count of the poor salaries paid. There 
had never been a single day, since he 
had had charge of the institutions, he 
said, that he had had a full corps of 
helpers. New attendants and serv- 


and as soon as they became competent 
they went elsewhere for better pay, 
he said. 

There are about 100 employes at the 


two institutions. They are paid from 


$20 to $35 a month and their board. An- 

derson said better help could be pro- 

cured if higher wages were paid. 
Admits Lippman’s Report, 

Questioned about the report of Dr. 
Gustav Lippman, of the visiting staff, 
the food for children and older persons 
in the buildings for infectious diseases 
was carried to them in tin utensils and 
was cold when served, Anderson said 
most of the food was carried in tin 
vessels, but as it was for the most 
Part special diet food it was not so 
important for it to be warm. 

He complained that the nursing factl- 

ities were inadequate. Student nurses 
were paid $30 a month and graduate 
nurses $50 a month, but the latter were 
hard to get because they could earn 
more elsewhere. 
There were screens on the buildings 
fot infectious diseases, he said. He 
admitted that they were patched, but 
said that they were serviceable.

Elowes, that none of the institutions ex- 
cept the Industrial School could give 
figures on the cost of feeding. the‘tin- 
mates, nor an inventory of supplies, he 
said: he kept a careful account of the 
‘cost of feeding the people under his 
care, and could at any time, on short 
notice, give an inventory of supplies. 
The cost last month, he said, was 24 
cents a day for each patient. Some- 
times it Was as high &s 80 cents a day, 
he declared.

| Abraham Eivans of 2120 Carr street, a 
earrier for the Post-Dispatch, died at 
the City Hospital Monday following the 
most rapidly developed case of tetanus 
ever known there, according to the at- 
tendents.

The petition charges that the state- 
ment that Rubey and Landon had each 
bought $25,000 worth of the capital 
stock and surplus of tlie company was 
false, and that neither had put such 
an amount into it.

The petition also charges that Rubey, 
who was formerly president of the Mis- 
souri Bankers’ Asociation and also 
chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, pledged himself to subscribers 
to devote his entire time and attention 
to the company, to,the end that their 
investments would be profitable. It Is 
alleged that he devoted” little time to 
the company, and that its affairs are 
now in a bad way and its stock of lit- 
tle value. 

The suit grows out of facts developed 
in the receivership proceedings against 
the American Bankers \Assurance Co. 
by John B. Christensen, one of its vice- 
presidents. Attorneys representing Leach 
discovered what purported to be appli- 
cations signed by Rubey and Langdon 
for $25,000 worth of Btock and surplus 
fund, amd it is alleged that facsimile 
copies of these applications were given 
to agents to aid them in selling stock. 

-sccording to records in Christensen’s 
possession Rubey and Landon each had 
invested $1638 in the company. Chris- 
tensen, also a direcior, and E. A. Pe- 
‘ters each had $1638 invested in the com- 
pany. 

Christensen’s records, he says, show 
that eight directors who had the power 
to control the affairs.of the corpora- 
tion, had an actual aggregate invest- 
ment in the company of only $124. 

His list shows that the following 
directors each had but 10 shares: of 
stock at $2 a share: Lon V. Stephens, 
former Governor of Missouri; James 
P. Hinton of Hannibal, then president 
of the Missouri Bankers’ Association; 
W..E. McCulley of Macon, ‘former 
Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner .and A. Donald Marshal of

Thomas L. Anderson, who represents 


Rubey’s personal interests in the contro- 
versy with Christensen and his associ- 
ates, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he was not aware whether Rubey had 
subscribed for the $25,000 worth of stock, 
as alleged in the Leach suit. He said 
that Rubey was compelled to give up his 
werk of organizing the insurance com- 
pany because of the serious sickness 
of his father and mother, and the later 
dangerous iliness of his wife. 

The American Bankers’ Assurance Co. 
filed suit against Christensen on a $500 
note Monday. Christensen declares he 
did not sign the note, but that another 
director of the company, without au- 
thority attached his (Christensen's) 
name to it.

Witnesses in the inquest into the 
death of Eugene L. Walsh, who was 
shot ahd killed by Albert G. Butler, 
at 7017 Bruno street, Sunday, which be- 
van Tuesday, testified that Butler said 


be hgd shot Walsh in self-defense, aft- 
er Walsh had told him not to call again 
on his sister, ss Nellie Walsh. 

The jury, after deliberating 2 min- 
utes, returned a verdict of homicide. 
Butler was taken to the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office from the Coroner’s office. 
The Circuit Attorney was asked to issue 
a Warrant. 

Patrolman Carroll of the Mounted 
District, who accompanied Butler to 
the station, testified that Butler said 
he had purchased the revolver last 
Thursday, but didn’t tell him why he 
had bought it. He said that he told 
Lieut. McKenna tin his presence that 
the Shooting was the result of the love 
affair. Carroll said Butler expressed 
no regret. 

Patrolman Walton, who arrested But- 
ler, testified that Butler said he w&s 
sorry that he had shot Walsh and ap- 
pealed to him for protection. 

Pastor Hears Shot. 

The Rev. James M. Broadhead, pastor 

of the Immanuel Methodist Church, to 
whom Butler surrendered, said that he 
and George R. Brown of 7016 Manches-~ 
ter avenue, were sitting in front on 
the church when they heard ‘screams 
and a shot. Then they saw Butler 
walking toward them. 
“I shot a man. I had to do it to 
protect my life,” were the words with 
which Butler greeted them, he said. 
He and Brown took Butler’s revolver 
and took him into the parsonage to 
await the arrival of the. police. 

The Rev. Mr. Broadhead said that 
Butler talked incoherently while wait- 
ing for the police and kept repeating, 
“Oh, Lord, what have I done?’’ 

Eugene Mosby testified that he was 
passing the Walsh residence when the 
shooting. occurred. He said that Butler 
and Miss Walsh were quarreling and 
that Walsa went out of the house and 
pointed his finger at Butler, not in a 
menacing but a determined manner, and 
told him to leave the premises. Then 
Butler drew his revolver and fired, he 
said. 

Harry Fraser, of whom Butler was 
jealous, and who was on the Walsh 
porch when the shooting occurred, said 
that Joe Walsh,.a younger brother, had 
brought Butler to the house from his 
boarding house to demand an apology 
for a statement Butler had made about 


Miss Walsh in a letter written to him.

When Nellie Walsh was placed on the 
stand she hesitated, and her lips trem- 
bled, and after replying to a question, 
stating that Butler had killed her broth- 
er, she was excused by the Coroner.

man anti-trust act. The purpose of 
their visit was to have the law set 
eside in favor of the Steel Trust. Judge 
Gary has testified that he would not 
have approved the merger if Mr. Roose- 
vélt had not cofisented to it. Judge 
Gary and.Mr. Frick would not have 
cashed off to Washington to confer pri- 
vately with Mr. Roosevelt if the Steel 
Trust's officers had not doubted the le- 
gality of the tranegaction. The Steel 
Trust was not in the habit of consulting 
the White .House about the conduct of 
its business. If Mr. Roosevelt had no 
doubt as to the legality of the Tennessee 
deal, why 4id he send for Elihu Root to 
advise him in the absence of Attorney- 
General Bonaparte? Mr. Root doubted 
its legality else why did be urge that 
the correspondence be transmitted to 
the Department of Justice and write to 
Judge Gary: “You now have a complete 
record of what you will be able to find 
in the files of the Department of Jus- 
tice should occasion arise.” 

“Not one man present at that confer- 
ence in the White House on the morn- 
ing of Nov. 4, 1907, doubted that they 
were tampering with the law.

“My wife has denied me the right to 
read and smoke. .She wants to sit 
continually upon my lap and hug and 
kiss me. If I light my pipe while she 
is about she comes to me and then 
complains of the smoke. If I stand ap 
she stands up, too, and places her 
arms about me. It got upon my nerves. 


Wanted More Letters. 

“Once.I went away on a trip,” he 
said. ‘I wrote my wife every day 
while away, but that aid not please 
her. When I got back she quarreled 
with me because I didn’t write her 
three times a day. 

“I wanted to die last night. She 
started fussing with me again be- 
cause I didn't care to make a fuss 
over her. I'm glad now, however, that 
I am to get well, and I hope she 
wil] give me a little more considera- 
tion, as I will have to go back and 
live with her.” 

Falls From Exhaustion. 

Nickerson cut his wrists at 7:80 p.m. 
He had been quarreling with his wife, 
and finally forced her into a room, 
locked the door and compelled her to 
witness the slashing process. He cut 
his wrists with a razor, and then held 
his hands up and allowed the blood to 
flow down his arms. 

Finally, from exhaustion, he fell upon 
a bed. His wife’s screams attracted the 
attention of N. R. Johnstone,.who lives 
at #0 Vernon avenue. Johnstone 
rushed into the house, bandaged Nick- 
erson’s wrists and sent for Dr. John 
C. Falk of 4568 Page avenue. The lat- 
ter ordered his removal to the hospi- 
tal. ;
